EXIT OF ORATORY 


We feel constrained to prophesy, perhaps even an- 


nounce, the death of the art of oratory, says James 
Thrasher in an editorial written for NEA Service and 
the Times-Mirror. The noble tradition of Demosthenes, 
Cicero, William Jennings Bryan, and sundry Fourth of 
July speakers has succumbed, we fear, to science. Spec- 
ifically, it is the victim of those duplicating machines. 


" We had noted the decline for some time. But the 


full impact of oratory's perilous position bore down upon 
us when we saw the pictures of former Sen. Warren 
Austin and his audience on the occasion of Mr. Warren's 
speech before the UN General Assembly. 


There was poor Mr. Austin, bravely speaking away. 


And there were his listeners, with heads bowed over the 
advance copies of his speech which the duplicating ma- 
chines had so swiftly provided. Selrom has a more inat- 
tentive audience heard a more interesting and informa- 
tive address. It was as if Maurice Evans were perform- 
ing before a gathering whose every member had a copj- 
of "Hamlet" open on his lap. 


Not that we disapprove of the duplicating machine. 


It is indispensable to newspapers and press services, en- 
abling them to distribute and set in type a speech some 
hours before its delivery. Of course, reporters still have 
to cover the actual address, in case—as often happens— 
the speaker puts in a few ad lib words. But we do think 
the speech might be withheald from the audience. 


There is a great deal of difference between hearing 


and seeing a word. The mind, in receiving statments 
from, a printed page, is inclined to weigh them in generally 
sober fashion. 
It tests, ponders, approves or disap- 


proves. It may retrace a sentence or paragraph, seeking 
out flaws or enjoying more thoroughly a felicitous em- 
ployment of the language. 


It is fortunate for the publishers of books and news- 


papers, among others, that the printed word carries a 
special sense of certitude and permanence, and that the 
leisurely pleasure of reading is secure from competition. 
Yet it must be recognized that the ear can be a much 
more exciting and dramatic bearer of tidings than the 
eye. 
(Try presenting some passages of contemporary 


best-sellers as spoken dialog from a stage if you don't 
believe it!) 


The eye and ear are not necessarily competitors. The 


orator need have no more fear of the stenographer than 
the radio announcer has of the newspaper reporter, if 
care is taken to put the cart before the horse. We listen, 
then we have the disire to read and confirm or enjoy. 
But an oration should be heard first. 


Would Cicero's eloquence have lived if every Roman 


senator had had an advance handout, or would the hand- 
outs have been thrown away and the half-listened-to 
speech forgotten? How would Lincoln's address have 
gone over at Gettysburg, or Webster's at Bunker Hill, 
if everyone in the audience had been following the 
script to see if the speaker muffed a line or changd 
s. word? 


The duplicating machine is here to stay. But we 


fear that the pleasure of listening to a good speaker, 
and the incentive to be one, are being sacrificed to this 
indispensable instrument. The orator has become little 
more than a schoolboy who sing-songs his way through 
the reading lesson, while the whole d?.?s follows and 
waits for hime to make a mistake?. 


Little or no interest was manifested among Warren 


motorists and road boosters in the meeting of the Roo- 
sevelt Highway Association held in Wellsboro today, 
and so far as is known this community was not repre- 
sented. This is rather unfortunate, since it is through 
this organization that great numbers of tourists are 
attracted through the area each year, and every com- 
munity benefits through the expenditures of tourists' 
dollars. Every medium that influence? out-of-state visit- 
ors to drive the Roosevelt Highway means money in the 
pockets of Warren merchants. 
The idea has been sug- 


gested that counties in the western end of the route 
organiz an association as a componant part of the Roose- 
velt Highway Association, to boost projects in the area, 
such as the Cornplanter Indian Reservation. TVx>i!'s 
Elbow, at Kinzua, and other historic spots.

American public, he said, archi- 
vists are "merely people who *id 
in searching out the lines which 
connect today's mink-clad dow- 
ager with her buck-skinned fore- 
bear."

had been part of our daily lives 
since 1942. 


They had been kept 14 months 


after war's end to get us over that 
hump of reconversion when goods 
were scarce and prices might have 
rocketed.

If through selfishness business- 


men boost prices and keep them 
up, they will be slaughtering the 
chances for prosperity because: 


Those high prices will drain off 


the earnings and savings of peo- 
ple who will be forced to spend on 
a few things money they would 
have spent on many. This will 
slow down production, generally. 


And—higher prices are bound 
to force labor to demand higher 
wages, which some unions are do- 
ing already. And more may do so. 


If there are strikes, bad ones, 
that will slow -down production, 
still keep goods scarce, still keep" 
prices up by keeping goods scarce. 


In this way the whole machin- 


ery will be thrown out of gear. 


And if labor—just because wage 


controls are gone—strikes for un- 
reasonable increases, businessmen 
will have plenty of reason for say- 
ing they have to boost prices to 
meet higher wages. 


The higher things go in this 


country, the more it will affect our 
trade iwth other 
countries and 


make them less willing to 
buy 


here. That will dent our prosper- 
ity. 


So here, starting today, busi- 


ness and labor have a critical res- 
ponsibility in seeing that prices 
and wages don't become a mad 
see-saw. 


The whole point Is: How high 


can wages and prices go—and 
how long can they stay up there 
—without an eventual, frightful 
crash. 


After the last war prices rock- 


eted. Then the bottom fell out. It 
took about 11 years after the war 
for the great depression to hit. 


It may happen again, If we get 


hungry and reckless for money. 
This is the 
ghost' that stands 
around the corner. 


It stands ready to tap on the 


shoulder the businessmen and the 
labor people If, in their new found 
freedom 
of today,

America's First Newspaperwoman 


A new American heroine 
haa been brought to life 
from the musty records of 
colonial New York, to stand 
beside such fig-ares as Bstsy 
Ross and Martha Washing- 
ton as one of the gallant 
feminine figures of Ameri- 
can history. She ia Anna 
Z e n g e r, America's first 
newspaperwoman, described 
by Kent Cooper, in his new 
historical novel, "Anna Zen- 
ger, Mother of Liberty", as 
the inspiration and jfoading: 
spirit of this country's first 
free newspaper. Mr. Cooper 
credits Anna Zenger, wife 
of John Peter Zenger, pub- 
lisher of the New York 
Weekly Journal, with the 
first effort to establish a 
press free of government 
controls. The Journal was 
first published in 1733 and, 
though history has* recog- 
nized Zenger as the first 
champion of freedom of the 
press in America, Mr. 
Cooper, after exhaustive re- 
search into colonial records, 
advances the theory it was 
really the printer's beauti- 
ful and talented wife, Anna, 
who wrote the barbed para- 
graphs and ringing editor- 
ials of the Journal that roused the early colonists to a new con- 
ception of freedom. 
She was, undoubtedly, the world's first 
woman editor and publisher, editing the Journal during her hus- 
band's nine months of imprisonment for opposing the only other 
New York paper, government controlled, and 'continuing to 
publish it for nearly three years after his death. Anna Senger's 
credo is presented in Mr. Cooper's novel in the following para- 
graphs from a letter written to her husband in prison: 


"1. Man's progress stopped when freedom to print was 
suppressed. Restore the right to print and he will go forward 
to greater things. 2. A free press can develop and bring to 
reality other freedoms such as the right to speak openly and 
the right to worship as one chooses. 3. Once established, free- 
dom cannot survice unless the press that established it remains 
free. 4. Good morals, not government, should control what the 
press prints."
